This committee has put in 
a great deal of work and 
study and as I understand 
it still has a bit more to do 
before making a final re¬ 
port.

They 
should be given whatever 
further time is necessary to 
complete the job they have 
done so well so far; and 
the council and/or Planning 
Commission need time in 


evaluate their final report 
— including holding public 
hearings where the views of 
the citizenry can be ex¬ 
pressed — so in the mean¬ 
time no further grading or 
development should be per¬ 
mitted. 

All of this study and new 
ordinance Is necessary for 
the protection of people who 
may buy homes when and 
if new development is per¬ 
mitted, and particularly for 
the protection of the pre¬ 
sently existing homes which 
could be seriously damaged 
by possible floods from im¬ 


proper development or grad¬ 
ing. There have been simi¬ 
lar freezes in other areas, 
and extension thereof, so 
there is ample precedent for 
the council to extend the 
present moratorium. 

That is what we urge 
now, an extension of the 
freeze, comments, if any, on 
merits of the various pro¬ 
posals of the Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee will be reserved un¬ 
til a later date.
